Approaching the mouth of 
the harbor tin* royal yacht

through line after line of Great Brit­

royal salute. 
The young king, who 
wore the uniform of a British general 
with the ribbon of the Order of the 
Gaiter, stood on deck evidently ken- 
ly enjoying the spectacle, in spite of 
the pouring rain.

Ocean Racers 


The Importance of Hie International 
yacht race across the Atlantic ocean 
for the kaiser’s cup in its effects upon 
yachting in general cannot be overesti­ 
mated, says the New York Times. 
While it will prove nothing conclusive 
as to the value of models and rigs, it 
will affect the future of naval archi­ 
tecture not a little. Its most salutary 
influence, however, will be the estab­ 
lishment of an even more cordial feel­ 
ing between American and foreign 
yachtsmen, which, it is hoped, will re­ 
sult in many more international con­ 
tests of a similar nature. 
To Commodore Robert E. Ted of tile 
Atlantic Yacht club more than to any 
other one man does It owe its incep­ 
tion. It was he who induced Sir Thom­ 
as U pton to offer a cup for an ocean 
race. When tho kaiser signified his de­ 
sire to give a suitable trophy for the 
same purpose, at the suggestion of the 
Earl of Lonsdale, Sir Thomas graceful­ 
ly withdrew his offer and Hie kaiser’s 
proffer was made. 
The presence of the Earl of Craw­ 
ford and Lord Brassey iii the race, 
notably the latter, evinces the highest 
sportsmanlike spirit. These yachtsmen 
have made the trip more to encourage 
the sport they love than with a thought 
of the capture of the trophy. The Val­ 
halla, to be sure, has 
an 
excellent 
chance to win, given favorable condi­ 
tions, but the Sunbeam has none. 
The German entry was to be expect­ 
ed. 
Judged on past performances and 
on appearance, she is a most formida­ 
ble 
contestant. 
H err 
Tietjin, who 
manages her, is a veteran in races on 
the other side. 
Ile met the Ingomar

While the Fleur de-Lys has 
some racing experience, it is surprising 
that so small a craft should contest the 
race. 
The Alisa, too, while primarily a 
racer, Is unfitted in rig to this sort of 
a competition. 
Nevertheless no owner 
Is more serious iii his purpose to gain 
the cup thau Mr. Redmond, and none 
believes be has a better chance. 
Iii

they did not leave the harbor at once. 
This exchange has taken place in or­ 
der to formally establish the responsi­ 
bility of the United States for the de­ 
tention of the vessels in Manila har­ 
bor until the end of tile hostilities. 


M o r to n E x p l a i n * t h e A c tio n . 
Secretary Morton, referring to the 
interning of the Russian v e s s e l s , said 
the action of this government was de­ 
termined upon yesterday. No request, 
he said, had been received from Ad­ 
miral Enquist. in command of tho Rus­ 
sian cruisers, for their internment, the 
understanding of the navy department 
being that he had ask**d for time iii 
which to repair and supply his ships. 
Exercising its d esertion in the m at­ 
ter, however, this government has de­ 
cided to order tin* ships to be interned 
to await the conclusion of hostilities. 
The circumstances, the secretary added, 
were precisely analogous to those of 
the auxiliary cruiser Lena, which was 
interned at San Francisco about ten 
mouths ago. 


P r i n c i p l e o f t h e Decision. 
In deciding as it has done tho Unit­ 
ed States govt rnmeiit laid down the 
principle that tin* Russian ships, un­ 
der the neutrality laws, could not he 
permitted to make repairs in a United 
States port. a- these ships had received 
their injuries in battle, lf the injuries 
had been received in a storm at sea 
the et!st* would be different. 
In such 
circumstance they would be allowed 
to make the necessary repairs, even 
if the making of repairs should con­ 
sume more than twenty-four 
hours. 
The Russian admiral was therefor told 
that In* must leave port in twenty-four 
hours or have ins ships interned dur­ 
ing the war.
